Did Melly Get the Spoils of the BrookG@cid 
Bank Hebberyf?f

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., November 8&.—Shortly 
after the capture of the Brookfield Bank robbers 
in June, 1882, it Was discovered that the money 
recovered from them was short of the amount 
stolen by some §$1,500. Circumstances tend- 
ing to show that. one Wash Kelly, 
who was ove of the crowd that captured the rob- 
bers, received a portion of the money whicb was 
never returned, he was arrested Jat the instance 
of the Brookfield Bank upon a warrant, charging 
him with having received and coneealed this 
money, but Was subsequently released. Recently 
Kelly bas brought suit against one Ford, presi- 
dent of the bank, 

FOR FALSE IMPRISONMENT 
and damages to his character in the sum of $5,000. 
The parties to the suit are here by their attorneys 
taking depositions at the State Peritentiary. Hec- 
tor Lithgo appears for the plaintiff and Messrs. 
Houston and Brownlee for the defendant. 

Clara Mason, wife No. 2 of Fraok Mason, the 
leader of the robbers, was first placed upon the 
stand. She is a handsome brunette of 20. of fine 
p' ysicai development, and about the average ip 
Wichtand Weight.

She testified that Frank 
Mason, her husbaud, handed a package of money 
to Wash Kelly, the plaintiff in this suit, 
at the time of the capture, and while 
said Kelly had ber husband under guard, with 
the promise and understanding that it was to be 
alterwards returned to her, That said package 
Was ,deiivered to him at his, Kelly’s, request, 
who stated that, although a stranger, he could be 
relied upon, and thai be indicated the piace 
where it could be found ana where he could meet 
her,

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David Hankins, a Negro Preacher, 
Shot While at Supper. 


The Murderer Seen and Pursued by a 
Friend of the Victim, but the Pursurer 
Outrun—The Deed Committed by a Man 
in Female Attire—Apparently no Cause 
for the Crime—The Clews. 


A murder was committed last night at a color ed 
settioment just a ttle north of the Natural 
Bridge road and about a mile west of the Fair 
Grounds which has'a yery mysterious aspect. 
The person murdered was a hard-working negro 
named David Hankins, 30 years of age, an em- 
ploye of the Knapp, Stout & Co. Lumber Com- 
pany, and a preacher of the Baptist persuasion 
amoung his fellow negroes. The story of the mur- 
der is that Hawkins had just arrived at his home, 
which is a one-story two-room frame house, last 
evening, and had sat down to his evening meal. 
According to his cystom, be read a chapter from 
the Bible, and then proceeded to eat his 
supper. The table faced the east wall of 
the little honse, a cook-stove occupies a place 
bear the soujh wall and in the west wali are a 


aoor and a window. The window had been raised 
about four inches, and the blinds were open, 
Huwkins’ wife was standing near the covk-stove, 
and two of her children played about the floor. 
Wieu Hawkins attackea bis frazal meal and 
while bis wife and. he were chaiting quietly, a 
shot was fired through the open window, ‘ 
MES. HANKINS SAW THE FLASH 
and rushed to the door to see who fired the shot 
and to ascertain the cause, Wheu her attention 
was callea to Hankins by the way he arose and 
looked at her. He had said nothing at ail and re- 
mained motionless for ap instant after the flash 
and the report, but when his eyes 
met those or his wife there was a 
voiceless agony in them thal terrified 
her, “You are not shot, afe you?” she questioned 
softly, as she walked to where he supported him- 
seifatthe table. Hankius’ ovly auswer was to 
put his arm around bis wite and giVe vent to that 
peculiar sound, “unin,” which is at once an ex- 
ression ol delight or pain with a negro. Mrs, 
lankins attempted to lead him into the next 
room and place him'‘ou . bed, and succeeded in 
assisting bis lottering form to the side of the bed, 
where his strength left him and be sank iv a limp 
Invss On the floor. Unt that time Mrs. Hankins 
bad been silent trom very terror, but as soon as 
ber husband fell her fright found vent in screams 
which brought the neighbors in swarms, A plhy- 
sician Was sent for, and pending his ar- 
rival, Mrs. tHankins, mm ap incoherent 
manner told, What she Knew of the shooting, 
Hankins lay on the floor, his eyes wide open, 
their expression indicating treat he recognized 
those who stood over bim, but his lips never 
opened apd he passed away without having given 
ullcerance to a word. He ated, without moving, in 
about twenty minutes after be was shot. Dr, 
Nelson appeared a momeut after and examined 
the body. 
THE BULLET, 
he said, had penetrated ile back on the leit side, 
below the shoulder-blade, aud passed through the 
lettiung. It wasa forty-two-caliber Dall. Blood 
flowed profusely from the wound, and the indica- 
tious Were that before he Gied poor Hawkins 
must have suffered exceedingly. Of couc:se every 
one became interested in the matter of ascertaiu- 
ing who fired the fatal shot. The neighbourhood fs 
aquicteone. The time of the murder was 6:30 
o’cioek. The only man who was abroad in the 
vicinity was James Gray, an intelligent young ne- 
gro, aud he caused the greatest excitement among 
his fellows by relating his experience. He said 
that he beard the report of the pistol as he was 
passing near the house, and saw in the light that 
Streamed through the window a tail form. 
“Hello, neighbor,’ said Gray, “what are you do- 
ing there?’’ The person dartea out of the light 
and across a common which the Hankius bouse 
laces. Gray gave chase. 
THE FIGURE 
appeared to be that of a Wwomap. Gray headed it 
off on the west side and it then ran north. While 
the person raw a dress dropped from its limbs, 
and then the .pufsuer saw he. had to 
deal with a © man, who had assumed 
Woman's apparel for a disguise. 
Gray continued #imehase, but the murderer: was 
too fleet for him abd soon escaped out of sight. 
Gray ran back and picked the dress up, which be 
showed to the people who had congregated at 
Hankins’. It Was a sKirt, merely, of calico, 
soiled and worn. Noone butGray could furnisn 
any tiuformation of the performance in the ex- 
terior of the Hankins home. The Mounted 
Police were communicated with, and Sergeant 
Froehlich spent some time at the scene of the 
murder moking investigations. The soil on the 
common was damp in spots,and mn one place a 
foot print of the murderer was found.. The ser- 
reant measured it. and its length was conclusive 
that it was made by a@ man. Soor reporters 
were on the scene, and until midnight 
there was so much confusion that little of the 
facts in the case could be learned. The night was 
passed by the startled widow and her chiidren in 
the company of sympathizing peighbors. This 
morning the. police began to investigate the 
murder closely. Lt was ascertained that aman 
had been seen by a little girlnamed Nellie Berry 
in the vicinity of the Hankins house, wearing a 
checked hood. This statement Was deemed very 
important in the light of the fact that a hood of 
checkered patiern had just been found on the 
common. When it was shown the litile girl she 
immediate ly recognized it as she one she had seen 
on the nan. She said toe Man wearing the houod 
was of medium size, very black tacé 
and wearing dark clothes. She saw 
him early in the evening going towards the 
Hankins house. No one in the neighborhood 
could identify the hood, The police took charge 
of the article. Beyova this discovery nothing iu 
the nature of aclew to the identity of the mur- 
derer was nnearthed. The murder appears to be 
either the work pf acrazy person or the culmina- 
Lion of a negro ead. 
THE HISTORY OF THE DECEASED 
is a simpie one. He came from Tallulah, Madi 
son Parish, La., five years ago, In company with 
three hundred or more of his race, ana settied 
out beyond the Fair Grounds,where they now live. 
The people, therefore, who are the 
neighbors of the deceased now were his 
neighbors in Louisiana, and knew him 
trem bovhood. “He Was a pious, 
honest, hard-working man,” said one, “‘and hever 
had no trouble with nobody. I’ve known him for 
twelve years, and I always found him to be a 
square man.” Hankins was a Free Will Method- 
ist, and preached the gospel & his comrades. 
He married a Mrs. Anna Cokeland three months 
avo, and took under wis roof with her her $four 
children. She bad been married twice before he 
met her, She was not from Louisiana, but from 
Nashville, Tenn. She is @& Diack woman with 
comely features ana an honest, intelligent face. 
She speaks guietly, and in a manner which indl- 
cates some depth of character. “I bave no idea 
who nred the shot,” she said to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter who talked with her this morning, in the 
room in which Hankins was shot. a | 
never heard him say be had enemies but once, 
and that was one morning when he was telling 
me of some fearful dream he had had, Then he 
said, in fun, ‘1 believe 1 must have some enemies, 
for I had all that Icould do to Keep them from 
Killing me last. I know that he could not have 
had an enemy, because he was not quarreisome, 
and he was too ready to forgive or to make a sac- 
rifice.”’

Talks With Prominent Citizens as to the 
Allegations Made by the Governor— 
What Mr. Bliss Has to Say—Interviews 
With Messrs. Lodge, Stanard and Oth- 
ers.

In his interview published in the Globe-Demo- 
crat, Gov. Crittenden  Ditterly complains that 
“some of the federal officials In St. Louis have 
had an active hand in maipulating lt not in 
drawing up, the indictments, having been conver- 
sant with all the inner working of the Grand Jury 

toom through its inquisitorial processes.” He 

further states that such an outrage was never 
perpeirated, and that it should be resented by any 
lover of State government, and that the D«part- 
met of Justice at Washington should investigate 
this unjustifiable interfereuce. [tits plain that, in 
the above remarks, the Governor is after Mr. 
Wm. H. Bliss, the United States Distriet Attor- 
ney, who is one of the-lawyers employed by the 
Law and Order League toassistthe Prosecuting 
Altorneys in the Criminal Courts in the trial of the 
cases growing out of tue police mess, 

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr. Bliss, 
this morning, and asked him about the matter. 

“The statement amounts to nothing,’ said Mr. 

sliss. “The District Attorney is a practicing 
lawyer and, as such, is vot forbidden, so far as 
am aware.to attend to other legal business. I 
appeared in some cases of a nature similar to 
these about a year ayo, but Gov. Crittenden does 
pot appear to have noticed the circumstance. 
1 frequently appear in other cases. In_ faet, I 
should not want the office Lhold under the Gov- 
ernment, if by hoiding 11 [were debarred from 
other practice.” 

“You bave nothing more to say?” 

“No. It seems tv methat the Governor’s re- 
marks were intended to eatch the sympathy of 
the rural advocates of State’s rights. I do not 
think the statement is worthy of further nho- 
tice.” 

“You do not seem to ferr the investigation De- 
fore the Department of Justice which Gov. Crit- 
tenden calls for?” 

“Notin the feast. In fact, under employment 
of the Government itself, I have prosecuied State 
cases in other States. No, it does not trouble me 
in the least” 

ON ’CHANGE 

there was considerable. comment upon. the 
position Goy. Crittenden «had taken, and es- 
pecially in relation to his apimadversions Qn the 
Graud Jury which has just adjourned, The lead- 
ing members, however, had little disposition to 
talk. “Why,” said one of them, “there Is neither 
sense nor profit in going into one of these 
wordy warfares. The citizens of St. Lonis, 
mmcluding Lhe members of this Ex- 
change, have expressed themselves fully 
in recard to these matters.

A Talk With the High Priest of Advanced 
Religious Thought.

THE GAS QUESTION. 

The City Council committee has acted 
wisely in postponing its report upon the ap- 
plication of the new gas company for a mu- 
nicipal franchise. There are many . points 
which remain to be settled betore arriving 
at a decision. 

There is the injunction suit before Judge 
LUBKE, on which a decision is expected in a 
few days. It would he unadvisable to act 
before that decision is rendered. Shouid it 
be adverse to the new company there would 
be no excuse for giving them the valuable 
privilege they are seeking. as the privilege 
would in thatevent be of no benefit to the 
public, while it would grant, without consid. 
eration, a franchise which will be worth a 
million dollars on the expiration of the fran- 
chise of the St. Louis Gas Company. 

Should the decision, however, permit the 
new company to compete with the St. Louis 
Gas Company, then the rights of the city 
should be carefully guarded, much more 
garefully than they have been in any pre- 
vious dealings with gas companies. 

A reduction from $250 to $1 50 per thon- 
sand feet, a discount of 40 per cent from 
the present extortionate charges, would 
be a great saving, especially if accompanied 
by a better light. But we do not consider

A littie later on, when chatting gave .place to 
business, the Governor was asked If he had 
thought of the request submitted to him. 

“Yes,” he replied, “I have considered it. If 
you will suggest such matters as you wish to 
hear from me upon, L will talk with you—only 
reserving this. that the conversation does not 
extend to matters of State, such as public policy 
requires I shou'd not speak of. I have no reply, 
however, to"make to the action of the second 


meeting on ’Change.” 
“Well, what have you to say about the indiet- 
ments against Caruth, Lutz, and others,” 
“Nothing as to their merits, The jury and 
Court will determine those points. An indictment 
is neither a conviction nor evidence of gutlt, and 
is occasionally based on prejudice anda popular 
clamor instead of evidence, The defend.nts, as I 
am informed, appeared at once 1n court and de- 
manded an immediate trial. Under the circum- 
stances the State cannot afford to refuse the de- 
mand. It does not become me to express an opin- 
ion as.to the guilt or innocence of the accused, 
and I therefore decline to do so by word or deed, 
My action in the past in the removal of Police 
Commissioners can not be held as a precedent, as 
the surrounding circumstances were entirely dif- 
ferent from those environing the present cases.” 
“In tne report the Grand Jurv say you inau- 
gurated the blank resignation system.” 
“Thatisasfoul a falsehood as has ever been 
told or enunciated since Ananias concealed a par’ 
of the truth, for which he was struck dead, I 
know not by whom that report was written, nor 


do Icare. The man who wrote or fngpired it 
knew that that part of the report was basely 
faise, and it 1s unworthy of credence, althoug 
having the signature of every anember composing 
the Grand Jury. Lnever saw but one Diank res- 
ignation, and oy that I promptly forced the resig- 
nation of the official who gave it, The Grand 
Jury Knew that when signing this false report, Ir 
was proven before them by documentary evidence 
and other unquestioned testimony. I challenge 
any one of the Grand Jury to omy the assertion. 
If it had been after the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth,even on one side, it could easily 
have obtained witresses who would have proven 
that such resignations were given long 
prior to the date of my inauguration— 
not to my predecessors, but to. certain 
persons in the reach of the powers 
ofthe court. Atleast suchis my information. 
What meht has a Grand snot | to make a nopess 
other than the finding or ignoring of bills and on 
the condition of public buildings? There is no 
law for any other kind of report. The law defin- 
ing the powers and duties of Grand Jurors is con- 
tained in article xv., page 300, Revised Statutes of 
Missouri. 1879. St. Louis Grand Jurors havea 
habit of making reports to the Criminal Court af- 
ter they have dixposed of the business brought 
before them, reflecting ypon individuals against 
whom thex bave failed to prefer indictments 
basing their animadversions upon evidence hea 
by them. Thisisa palpable violation of their 
oaths and an outrage which ought not to be tol- 
erated. The inquisitorial nature of its proceed- 
ings is as much as freemen ought to be required 
to bear. But when the ex parte evidence pro- 
duced before them failsto make out a case 
against the party accused, they have no right to 
couvert themselves intoa scandal manufactory 
and endeavor to defame one against whom the 
evidence was insufficient ro warrant an indict- 
ment. This practice prevails nowhere else than 
in St. Louis, and should neither be 
countenaneed nor permitted anywhere. A few 
libel suits or iudiciments against Grand 
Jurors who step so far aside from their legitimate 
duties to libel citizens is the only corrective, and 
should be fearlessly applied iu order to teach St. 
Louis Grand Juries that tbey are as amenable to 
the laws of the land, and equally bound by their 
Oaths to Keep the secrets of the Grand Jury room 
and not disclose the evidence there given, as 
Grand Juriesin the country. In the report of the 
Grand Jury just returned there 1s a palpabie and 
outrageous allusion to indictments found against 
the Police Commissioners and McEutire and But- 
ler. Not satisfied with having preferred ijndict- 
ments against them based upon ex parte testi- 
mony, they take occasion in their report to assev- 
erate the guilt of the accused, by declaring the 
existence of the conspiracy by whieh the parties 
indicted are charged. as such conduct of a 
Grand Jury ever sanctioned anywhere else in 
Amertea than in Missouri, orin aby other court 
in this State than in the St. Louis Criminal Conrt? 
I do not hesitate to declare it as my opinion phat 
this unwarranted practice, should It generally 
prevail, would be infinitely more dangerous to 
the peace aud welfare of society than any con- 
spiracy ever yet formed In the State.” 

“~The Grand Jury recommends that the pardon- 
ing power be taken away from the Governor?” 

“Ot the personnel of the Grand Jury! have 
nothing to say. It is said to have been composed 
of excellent characters. OF the wisdoin of its acts 
the peopie of St. Lonisand the State wili soon 
judge. I think it has been made the tool of oth- 
ers for an unjust purpose. ‘The recommendation 
to remove the pardoning power from the Govern- 
or because I pardoued some gambiers will mark 
that Grand Jury as a unique production of excita- 
bie times, which has lent itself tothe promotion 
of the individual ends of bad men. The existence 
of that Grand Jury will not have been in vain if 
others in the future wili avoid itserrors and 
steer clear of its follies. -Sensibie and prudent 
men outside of your city laugh at such foolish- 
ness. The Convention which framed the Cousti- 
tution was wiser than the Grand Jury that issued 
that report. , 

“Il have appointed eleven Police Commissioners 
—Boiand, Kinkead, Cupples, Simmons, Maxon, 
Kerwin, McCabe, Caruth, Lutz, Gooding ana 
Clevelapd. Not one of ten of those has ever been 
asked for a blunk resignation by me, or any one 
antuorized to speak for me, uor with my Knowl- 
édve or cousent. The matter was discussed with 
Mr. Boland by gentlemen representing me, and 
after discussion the idea was abandoned, and Mr, 
Boland was appointed without giving such a res- 
ignation.

After years of indifference, the city authorities 
have lately shown a disposition to enforce all the 
ordinances regulating street ear companies. 
Having been defeaied in their resistance of the 
clause requiring them to make quarterly reports 

of trips made and passengers carried, the com- 
panies are complying with the law. The Cny 
Register, to whom these statistics are sent, oper- 
ates ander the following sections of article 4 of 


the revised ordinances: . 
“Tt shall be the duty of each and all of the street 


railroad companies in the city of St. Louls to re- 
port, under oath, to the City Register,between the 
ist and 15th days of the months of July, October, 
January and April of each year, by their presi- 
dent, secretary, or superintendent, the number 
of trips made and passengers carried over the 
road of which the person making the report is an 
officer, during the preceding three months ending 


upon the last day of the’months of June, Septem- 
December and March, and any 
make the report requir- 
this section shail Fubject the 
street railroad compauy so offending toa fine of 
not less than $500. It shall be the duty of the 
City Register, it said reports show that any of 
the companies have carried an average of eighieen 
persous a trip to each car gince their jasi previous 
return, to report such company to any of the po- 
lice justices, and such company shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than $300 for the first offense 
and a fine of not less than $500 for each subse- 
quent offense.” 

Under this latter provision,which is in itself most 
ridiculous, the City Keyister will proceed 
against the Fifth Street Roaa for over- 
crowding cars. The street railroad people 
had things about their own way. when the ordi- 
nance was passed, The intention of the framer 
ofthe bill Was to prevent the carrying of more 
than eichteen passengers on a car atany time, 
but this was turned into an “average for the 
three montis,” which simply renders the re- 
striction null and void, except when such a cor- 

ration as the Fifth Street road fails into the 

ands of the authwrities. 
THE 8T. LOUIS RATLROAD 
Company, betier kKnowu as the Fifth street line, 
reports that during the three months there were 
21,377 trips made fiom Grand avenue to Keokuk 
street, and 21,377 trips from heokuk street to 
Grand aveuue.

There are several 
monopolies in this afflicted land. Some of 
them are worth millions, All of them wants 
to be worth twice as much as that. Vander- 
bilt and Gould are famous monopolis 
The Western Union Telegraph Comnauy ll 
a ae monopoly. And there are several 
other monopolies. 

When you employ three hundred, or thirty, 
or ten workmen and pay them with your 
own money, and & committee waits on you 
to tell you.that if you do not discharges 
certain workman, a good mechanic, saber, 
quiet, faithful, whose only fault is that he 
belongs to no labor organization, the other 
four hundred and ninety-nine, or twenty- 
nine, or nine will quit work in the midst of 
your busy season; you are in the clutches of 
a monopoly—a monopoly as grinding, grasp- 
ing and cruel in its way as the Western 
Union. It is called a trade union, butitisa 
monopoly. ; 

When a committee of workmen come te 
you and say that, as you haye a great many 
contracts half-finished, and as mep are scaree 
and hard to get, and as they have you on the 
hip, they will strike in ten minutes unless 
— allow them to set thelr own pay at the 
iighest figures, then that is a monopoly that 
acts just precisely as the Western Uniog 
doves when it absorbs a rival line and tells 
you thatas there is only one office in this 
town they will raise the rate a little. 

When you teli your workmen that times 
are duli and the market is stagnant, and that 
you don’t need them anyhow and they can 
work on half time or none, then you are the 
monopoly—that is, you are the striker. A 
monopoly isa chronic striker. It is always 
watching a chance to pinch you and squeeze 
just a little more work or money out of you 
ior its own benefit. 

The tramp who airs his rags at your 
kitchen door while his breakfast is prepar- 
ing is a monopolist. He knows that you 
hate him and don’t want to feed him. Sut 
he knows that you are afraid if you don’t 
feed him he will set fire to the stable some 
night. So he makes you give him a break- 
fast for nothing. 

The honest farmer Who holds back his 
wheat until be can squeeze $1 40 per bushel 
out of youfor it, not because it is better 
wheat’than vou got for 90 cents, but because 
wheat is so scarce, is as mean a monopolist 
as there is inthe lot. Jay Gould coulda’t 
give him any points. 

The man who charges 40 cents a pound for 
very ordinary butter just because the reads 
are 80 bad the people who are selling thwir, 
butter in the villages for 20 cents can’t Ret 
to the city with it, he, too,. Is a monopolist, 
When you buy a jar of lard of him poke inte 
it with a ramred to feel for a bowider.

A BOLD WOMAN’s LIFE, 


Nellie Bailey, the Murderess—Her Am- 
bitions, necklessness and Daring. 
Correspondence of the Chicago Herald. 

WaAvuKESHA, W1s., November 5.—Nellie 
Bajiey, who murdered Banker Bothemly in 
the Indian Territory, is aremarkable woman. 
She seems to be one of those bonanza women 
who ean be satisfied only by great wealth 
and who have the recklessness and daring 
to carry out any scheme to attain an object. 
Her residence here fora time, and the suit 
for divorce by Robert Reise, the Waukesha 


young tnan to whom she was married, have 


made the matter a subject of great interest. 
Upto about eleven years ago, when they 


| went to Newton, Kan., her people lived in 


Roekford, Itl., where she has relatives to-day 
who oceupy good positions in society. 
“Nellie,” said Mrs. George Sweet, “‘was 
always a witchcat. She ismy own cousin. 
I had not seen her since she was 5 years old 
until she came here February 5 last. She had 
and wrote me she 
She ec'alms to be 22 


vears old, but she is really 25. She told me 


' she was married three years ago to Shannon 
| Bailey, a Kausas banker, who was then in 


the Black Hills looking after his mining in- 
terests. One of ler first moves after site ar- 
rived here was to attempt toform a theatri- 
She said tiey would goto the 
Biack Hills, and then go on to California, 
and woula make a heap of money. The 
members of this company were my two boys, 
tob and Hugo Reise, a man from Milwaukee 
named Ben Davis and Jean Perkins. There 
were ho women. ‘Their princinal piece, I 
believe, was “The Maniac Lover.’ They 
practiced six or seven weeks. In this way 
her acquaintance with young Reise began. 
Ile was here every day and night. re- 
monstrated with her, but she declared she 
was getting a divorce from Bailey. She 
thought Reise was rich. Then one day she 
told me she had married Reise, and said -she 
had got her divorce, but wanted to keep the 
facta secret because ofa large amount of 
money that would come to her this fall. She 
got to acting so bad that I tarned her out of 
my house May 14, aud she went to Gus Aus- 
tin’s to board. a 

Ail this and mueh more Mrs. Sweet told of 
the young woman. Nellie was not hand- 
some, but, nevertheless, attractive. She had 
beautiful hair, dark eyes, a fine figure and 
weighed about 103 pounds, She was. well 
skilled in the art of painting and decorating 
herself. She had a magnificeat wardrobe, 
and jewelry enough to start a small store. 
She wore three diamond rings, one of which 
contained seven stones. There seems to be 
ittie doubt that she married Reise for money, 
as she had Bailey, and when she found 
she hed made a mistake, left, evidently to 
join Bothemly, of whom she had spoken to 
Mrs. Sweetas ‘“‘a wealthy foreigner’ who 
wanted to marry her. When Reise read the 
news of Botbemly’s murder he said, “she 
wanted to play me the say way.” As to the 
story that the girl drugged Reise and mar- 
ried him against his will, it seems to have 
been invented by the voung mah to excuse 
himself. He tells that he never lived with 
her, but in the papersin which he asks to 
have the marriage annulled, he admits he 
‘iived with herfor some time.” Her dia- 
monds evidently captured him. 

Bailey appears to haye been the sabject of 
much comment during the courtship, as her 
letters show. Ina note to “Dear Bob” she 
savs: ‘‘Don’t be afraid of getting into . trou- 
ble. So far as Bailey is concerned I won't 
go with him, because I don’t love him. I will 
be free by fair means. When we get better 
acquainted you may have a talk with ime.” 
In the same letter she telis Reise she has 

icked out herself for him. In @ note dated 

Waukeslia, May 2, she forbids Reise to go to 
a dance with his eousin Will, and says: 
“Will will know how it is when heis married 
under difficulties as we are.” She then re- 
minds him she has a “mortgage on him for 
life and ninety minutes over.” Then she goes 
away suddenly and her movements are 
traced by her letters. : 

At Chicago, June 5, she writes a postal to 
‘Darling Bub,”? sends him a kiss,deeiares she 
will ever be joving and true, aud says he 
must not forget her. 

From Springfield, I., she writes she “will 
never forget the trips by the ¢lear flowing 
1iver in Waukesha, you old dariing, you. 
don’t be scared.’ 

From the Planters’ Hotel, St. - she 
writes on the evening cS : a 
feast oe, ee a : ose Pa a 
tells her Bailey is at the home o | 
and that he is prevared to kill her before he 
will give her up. Willlé thinks ste did 
wrong in marrying Reise before she was 
free, “but it’s done, — Fines + te 
She declares “she wou ap 
but she will save Reise troubip. if she ca 
and adds: | will warn you : you are 
dapger. Detectives are on my track to sew 
whati am doing. and ma with 
Bailey. How does my boy ieel? Lonely 
i’}t bet.’ 

From Wichita, Kan., Jane 14, 

Bob—I am fall of 
your image is 


take care of yourself. Whatever you do, be 
a good boy, soif we never meet on earth 
again we can meet in heaven. So, with 
thousands and millions of kisses to you, my 
only love, I still and ever shal’ be your lov- 
ing and faithful Nel). Forget me not. Yours 
for life.” From the same place, fifteen days 
later, she writes: ‘‘I start for California to- 
morrow, I must fly from here. A miltion 
Kisses.”’ This is the last heard of her until 
the news of the murder. 

From the newspaper dispatch from Wichi- 
ta, Kan., it would appear that she left Wau- 
kesha to meet Bothemly, and. as before 
stated, that he is the rich foreigner she 
spoke of to Mrs. Sweet. They met in St. 
Louis, to which place she went direet from 
Waukesha, and arranged to go to Texas to 
starta ~—« ranch. While passing through 
the Indian Territory Oct»ber 7, she shot Bo- 
themly through the head. She then took pos- 
session of his trunk, containing diamonds 
and jewelry worth $7,000, together with his 
outfit, consisting Of sheep and stock worth 
$10,000. She buried the body at Skeleton 
Ranch and started south, but was arrested 
about nine miles from where the murder was 
committed. 

The dispatch says:| Miss Bailey is a hand- 
some brunette, and that she moved in the 
best societies in New York City and New 
Jersey. She cane to Waukesha from that 
section, Dut it is not probable that she went 
in the best society, as she was nut educated 
or very ladviike, She had advantages, but 
was too wild to iinprove them. At boarding 
school she wasaterror. Mrs. Sweet says 
Nellie was a good niarksman, and one of her 
favourite amusements was to take a pistol 
and go out and shoot ata mark. Sne told 
Mrs»Sweet she expected her nusband would 
shootherif she went on the stave. The 
girl has traveled extensively, and seems to 
1ave been aciever adventuress for one so 
young.

Let the merchant over 
the way olfer ¥ $45, and in twenty-four 
hours you woul! leave the man who took 
you in when you were a raweub of a boy, 
doing more damage than to. the busi-: 
ness; who taught you a ae a and 
made you worth $45a month, do it 
too quick, my son; that’s the kind of a man 
you are. ' 

A monopolist isn’t necessarily @ 
aire, Heis simply the man who he 
whip-handle. I: is derived from two in 
words, wone and pole, weaning the man at 
the pole. And the man with the pole, you 
knuw, knocks the persimmons, He may 
knock a million of them or he may knoek on- 
ly two, but while he is knucking you don’t 
get any. 

Hence, my son, @ monopoly is a prosper- 
ous combination of which we are not one. 

This makes it very wicked, avaricious and 
dangerous. 

W hen we get into it it ceases to be a mon- 
opoly, and becomes a union, a brotherhood, 
a firm, an association, or corporation. ‘This 
change of title also involves a great moral 
change, and it becomes a mighty engine of 
progress, a developer of our country’s Tre- 
sources, a factor in the national prosperity, 
and all that sort of thing. 

A monopoly is a thing which it is bard to 
get into. 

There is no monopolist so greedy and dan- 
gerous asthe Nihilist. The ordinary mon- 
opolist is content to control one thing. The 
Nihilist wants everything and a three-fifths 
share of what is left.

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The Bill Permitting the Location 
of Saloons Near Parks. 


'How it was Introduced Into and Passed 
Through the House of Delegates—Why 
Lafayette Park is Excepted — Famishing 
Saloon-keepers—Pubiic Opinion Against 
the Bill, 


| 

Public attention has been called by this paper 
to the fact that a number of thirsty gentlemen in 
in the House of Delegates are trying to nullify 
the ordinance prohibiting the establisiment of a 
saloon within 500 feet of Lafayette, Tower Grove, 
O’Fullon, Carondelet and Forest Parks. The bill 
amending the ordinance has passed the House of 
Delegates, bas been read for the first time in the 
Council, and is now before the Committee of Po- 
lice in that body. It was introdued in the 
House by Mr. Gates, the delegate 
from the Twenty-third Ward, under the 
plea that it would save several saloons 


on the Bellefontaine road from perishing. Terrt- 
fied at the probability of such an event occurring, 
a majority of the delegates hastily rushed to the 
rescue of the famishing saloon-Keepers, and the 
bill was passed. Of course to pass a bill referring 
solely to O'Fallon Park would be an im) ossibie 
task, as it would then come under the head of 
special legislation. So the dashing delegates 
struck out from the present ordinance the baimes 
of all the parks except Lafayette. The 

PRESENT ORDINANCE . 
is as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the Collector to report 
to the Comptroller on the first Monday oi cyery 
month the pumber of liceuses granted for the pre- 
ceding month, together with the names of the 
persous to whom granted, and the names of the 
streets and the number of the houses for which 
the licenses were grauted. It shall be the duty of 
the police to see thatall ordinances in regard to 
dram-shops are euforced, and for this purpose it 
shall be the duty of the Police Commissioners to 
laform the members of the police of all ordinances 
in reward to dram-shops. It shall be their duty to 
report to theChief of Police on the first Mouday 
ofeach month the number, together with the 
names of the persons and the number of the 
houses in their respective districts in which any 
dram-shop is kept, as also whether said dran- 
shop is kept in an orderly Mapner or boi, and the 
same shall be transmitted to the Coilector. No 
dram-shop shall be located within five hundred 
Jeet of Lafayette, Tower Grove, 0’ Fallon, Caron- 
delet and Forest Parks.” 

The pew bill strikes out the 

tence of the present bill, with 
ception of the words, “No dram-shop shall be 
located within 500 fect of Lafayette Park.” Why 
Latayette Park should be spared might be a won- 
der to some. The wonder is explained by the tact 
that City Counselor Bell advised the disturbing 
delecates as folluws: 

“GENTLEMEN—In answer to vour resolution of 
the 23u inst., requesting me to inform you what 
Siate laws, if any, are in forde prohibiting the lo- 
cation of dran-shops in the uelghborbood of any 
of the public parks of the city, l have to say that 
the only one Is the act of February 13, 1864. which 
provides that no drani-shpp shall be located upon 
or within 890 feet of Lafayette Paik, subject to 
the further provision that said enactment shall 
not apply to dram-shops evisting within the 
prohibited distance at the date of the passage of 
the act.” 

Just what the Council will do with the bill it is 
difficult te say, but it is likely that the better 
seuse of the few will destroy the haste and indis- 
cretion of the many. There can be no question 
but the desire of the

of St. Louis is to have ibe preseut ordinance re- 
main untinkered with, The parks are for the 
benefit of women and children. They are the 
“breathing places” of the city, and to them go 
thousands who stifle in the hot atmosphere of 
crowded buildings. To have saloons facing these 
parks, where at any moment drunken or bias- 
phemous nen might reel forth, to ihe disgust of 
good people, is something which is net desired by 
any one except, probably, brewers. The argu- 
ments of the delegates voting for the bill were 
that the parks woulu be protected by the people 
livipg pear them, through the ordinance requiring 
the consent of a majority of those living in the vi- 
cinity of the locality where asaloou is to be es- 
tablished before a license can be procured: that a 
law which said to the occupant of a honse which 
would come just within the 500 feet distance from 
parks, “You cannot establish a saloon bere,” 
and gave vermission 10 his neighbor 
just beyond, is an _ unjust law; that 
an absolute necessity existed for the location of 
s4i00ns hear parks; that tie cliy has vo right to 
prohibit saloon-keepers from estahlishing their 
saloous Within 500 feet of one or more parks and 
then to lease a house in the center of another 
park und give the lessee restaurant and saloon 
privileges, as is now donein the case of Forest 
Park. What weight these arcuments will have 
with Councilmen ts previematical, but with the 
best people of the city they have no weight at all. 
MR. WEB M. SAMUEL . 

was asked his opinion of the bill this morning. 
“I haven't examined it any,’’ said he, “but if 
what 1 have read ~of it is true | 
am most decidediy against it. I don’t 
see why the present ordinance should be 
changed. Itis proper that saloons should be kept 
away from the parks that are freqnented by 
women and children, and I bope that nothing will 
be done to disturb the existing law. Iam sure 
that the Council wiil reject the bill. At any rate 
I trust to the Council's good sense in the matter.” 
MK. W. H. SCUDDER
